With two new members on the 
Grayling City Council following the 
November 6 election, the council 
fulfilled its duty of selecting a new 
mayor and mayor pro-tem at the 
council’s November 12 meeting last 
week. 

The council’s previous mayor, 
Marilyn Palmer, and mayor pro-tem, 
D.J. Brown, were both defeated in 
the November 6 election by chal- 
lengers Roger Moshier and Kathy 
Awiszus. 

At the beginning of the November 
12 council meeting, Moshier nomi- 
nated Councilman Dave Wyman for 
the position of mayor. The nomina- 
tion was supported by Councilman 
Brian Banda, and after closing nom- 
inations, the council voted 5-0 in 
favor of the motion. 

Banda nominated Councilman 
Jerry Hayes for the position of 
mayor pro-tem, and the council 


approved the nomination 5-0. 

The main duties of the mayor 
include presiding over council meet- 
ings and acting as a representative of 
the city. As stated in the City 
Charter, “The mayor shall be the 
official head of the city for the ser- 
vice of process and the entitlement 
of actions, for all ceremonial pur- 
poses, and for the purposes of mili- 
tary law. He ‘shall preside at all 
meetings of the council, and may 
speak and vote in such meetings as 
any other member of the council.” 

The council also filled vacant 
positions on three city boards and 
commissions on November 12. 

The council appointed Awiszus to 
the city’s Parks Commission as the 
city council’s representative in place 
of Brown, the council’s previous 
representative. Awiszus has been on 
the Parks Commission as a citizen 
Tepresentative. Awiszus was also 
appointed to the city’s Planning 
Commission as the council repre- 
sentative. . , 

Hayes was re-appointed to the 
city’s Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The couricil still has citizen posi- 
tions to fill on the Parks 
Commission, Planning Commission, 
and Zoning Board of Appeals.

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Family of six finds comfort after devastating fire

An electrical short is suspected to 
be the source of a fire that destroyed 
a home in Grayling last week, leav- 
ing a young family of six looking 
for a temporary place to live just 
before Thanksgiving. The family 
escaped the fire with no injuries. 

Grayling City and Township 
Volunteer fire fighters rushed to the 
scene on Knight Street last Friday 
afternoon about 1:30 p.m. following 
a call to 911. Many agencies sped 
to the scene to assist in any way 
they could, including the Beaver 
Creek Fire Department, Grayling 
City Police, Grayling Department 
of Public Works penonne| and the 
Red Cross. 

Grayling Assistant Fire Chief 
Russ Strohpaul said his department 
spent four hours putting the fire out, 
but reports all their efforts couldn’t 
save the main living quarters of the 
house owned by Brian and Shannon 
Johnson. The garage was spared the 
fury of the flames, but sustained 
smoke damage. 

One fire fighter, Travis Roberts, 
injured his foot while knocking 
down the fire. He is expected to 
miss some work and is recovering at 
home, said Strohpaul. 

Brian and Shannon stood about 
20 yards away looking in shock as 
fire fighters tried to save their 
home. Brian said his five-year old 
son, Chase, reported the fire to him 


upon entering his bedroom. He said. 


Chase came to him with singed hair 
and said, “Dad, my room is on fire.” 

Chase followed lessons learned 
during fire ‘safety and prevention 
programs at school and had the 
presence of mind to shut the door, 
blocking the fire from the rest of his 


family as he went to tell his dad. |} 


“Fire prevention training the kids 
get in school is a really good thing,” 
said Brenda Car, grandmother of 
the four children who lived in the 
home. “Chase remembered what he 
was taught.” 

Carr said the kids seem to be 
doing pretty well. “The boys just 
fook at their house, think it’s broke 
and it needs to be fixed.” Chase 
shared the room with his three-and- 
one-half-year old brother, Travis. 
“Shannon is really doing a good job 
trying to keep things as normal as 
possible for the kids,” Carr 
remarked. She said all the kids have 
returned to their schooling. 

Carr’s granddaughters Amanda, 
12, and Jessica, 10, were very tear- 
ful when they saw their home with 
smoke billowing out of the win- 
dows. “Everything they treasured 
was in their room,” Carr said. 

The Johnsons were able to locate 
their dog and one of their three cats. 
Their two birds did not survive the 
fire. Neighbors and the local ani- 
mal shelter are on the lookout for 
the two missing felines who Carr 
said tend to take a jaunt on their 
own now and then, and are believed 
to still be alive. 

Thinking of everything that went 
up in flames on Friday, Shannon 
said she is so grateful for double 
prints. “My mother (Carr) has the 
double of just about every picture-] 
have ever taken and I am really 
grateful for that,” she said as she 
fought back tears. 

Although the family has basically 
lost all of their household belong- 
ings and clothes, they were happy to 
report they are insured for both 
building and contents. They have 
already been offered a home to rent 
and the Red Cross took care of the 
family’s initial needs, such as a 


voucher to be used to buy some’ 


clothes, shoes, and winter coats. A 
food voucher has also been provid- 
ed to help the family until they are 
situated. 

“The community has been won- 
derful,” said Carr. “From the Red 
Cross, to the firemen, to the police - 
- everyone has offered their help. 
Shannon and Brian are really grate- 
ful that they have insurance. Some 
people aren’t so fortunate.”

The terrorist attacks and the war 
on terrorism have jarred us out of 
our comfort zones and made all of 
us reflect on important national 
and personal issues.

Michigan’s first Thanksgiving was in 1829 


ANN ARBOR --- The smells of 
turkey, .mashed potatoes, and 
pumpkin pie drift from the kitchen. 
The TV emits the whistles and 
cheers from the Lions game. 
Outside the air is brisk, but indoors 
it iS warm. This is how 
Thanksgiving is celebrated today. 
This, however, was not always the 
case. 

Gov. Lewis Cass declared 
Michigan’s first official Thanksgiv- 
ing in 1829, long after the 


Pilgrims’ first Thanksgiving. In 


prior years there had been little 
cause for celebration in the 
Michigan territory, according to 
‘Donald L. Wilcox, curator of books 
‘at the University of Michigan 
Clements Library. A devastating

fire swept through Detroit in 1805, 
and the city again faced destruction 
during the Battle of the Raisin 
River during the War of 1812. 
Food was scarce, morale was low. 

In 1813 Cass was appointed 
Governor of Michigan and things 
began to turn around for the territo- 
ry. Primitive roads were improved 
and the Erie Canal was opened. 
Immigration increased the popula- 
tion from 5,000 to 30,000 in less 
than 20 years. Michigan moved 
from a first to second stage territo- 
ry in 1826, allowing the people to 
elect a territorial council and a non- 
voting delegate to Congress. 

By 1829 Michigan finally had a 
lot to be thankful for. On 
November 4, 1829, Cass issued a 
proclamation — designating

November 26 “as a day to acknowl- 
edge such blessings as their civil 
and religious freedoms, equal and 
stable government, the diffusion of 
knowledge, advantages of educa- 
tion, and general prosperity. The 
proclamation was printed in the 
Detroit Gazette, as well as a com- 
memorative broadside edition, 
printed on satin. 

Michigan has changed greatly 
since that first Thanksgiving, but 
the ideals the day was set aside to 
celebrate remain fixtures in 
American society. 

The original broadsides are still
